Petersburg. 


Petersburg was a handsome aud tlonr- 


ehing post town and port of entry of Din- 
widdie county, JVa., on the rijjht or south 
aank of the Appomatlox river, at the 
crossing of the Great Southern ruilr6ad, 
twenty-two miles south of Richmond, and 
ion miles from James River nt City Point. 
It was the third town of Virginia in re- 
spect of population, and possessed exten- 
Bive facilities for business. Vessels of one 
hundred tons can ascend the river to tho 
landing, six miles below. Tho south side 
railroad has its eastern terminus nt this 
place and the Appornattox railroad, connec- 
ted it with City Point at the mouth of tho 
river. Tho largVvessols engaged -in the 
trade at Petersburg discharge their car- 
goes nt City Point, 
Large quantities of 


lour and tobacco wero ox ported from this 
place. The quantity of tobacco exported 
in 1851 amounted to 7,222 hogsheads ; in 
1852 to 10,489 hogsheitds; and in 1853 to 
11,405. Petersburg was well built and 
contained two churches o_f the Preibyteri- 
ans, two of the Methodists, two of the 
Episcopalians, one of the Baptists, otic of 
the Catholics, besides several places of 
vrorahip for the colored people. It bud al- 
so threo banks, neveral cotton factories, 
one woolen fnotory, two ropo walks, one 
iron furnace, »ix forges, and numerous 
mills of various kinds. 
Three newspa- 


pers were published there. 
Tho falls of 


the river 
which arrests 
the ascent 


of the' tide ' immediately 
above Pe- 


tersburg, furnish extensive* water power.', 
Around these falls a caual has been con- 
structed, by which means small boats as- 
cend tho river for about one hundred miles. 
Tho limits of tho borough include the de- 
cayed village of Blanford, in Prince George 
county, which wa? once superior to Pe- 
tersburg in BOmo respect". The remains 
of its church were among the moat inter- 
esting nnd picturesque ruins in Virginia. 
In 1815 a groat fire occurred there, by 
which nearly four hundred houses wero 
consumed. The shipping of tho port June 
30, 1852, amounted to an aggregate of 
404 tons registered, and 2,110 enrolled 
and licensed. Of the latter 2,091 tons 
were employed in the coal trade, and 322 
tons in steam navigation. The foreign 
arrivals for tho year were feixteen (tony, 
10,147) of which five (toun, 2,773 ) were 
by America vessels. The clearances for 
foreign porte were ten (tons, 4,102) sis 
of whioh (tontj, 3,906 J were in ftvcign 
bottoma. The population in I860 wa i if ,- 
010, and in 1&53 > about _ 15,000. Rich- 
mond, the objective point of Genural 
Grant'ti movement, contained in 1850, a 
population of 27,570, and in 1854, 32,389. 
At the commencement of the war the pop- 
ulation was ubout 40,000. Petersburg is 
tho grand centre for five lines of railroads. 
The City Point road, 10 miles long; the 
Norfolk road, 80 miles long: the Great 
Western road. 1C i miles to Woldon, and 
162 miles Jo. Wilmington; the Petersburg 
and Lynchburg road, 123 miles {'and the 
Kiohmoniincl Petersburg road> 22 miles. 


Itcccptloii of the Second lU'gimcnt. ' 
The Journal gives an extended account

Whenjtho artillery was 
captured tho day was lo^t, and auch nn 
9ther stampede as occurred can only ba 
equalled by Banks nt Satnne Cross Roads in 
Louisiana. They returned to Riply,25 miles 
distant, whoro they were again nttaeked 
with great fury, thp enemy surrounding a 
regiment which was about to surrender, 
when the 3d Iowa cavalry charged them 
with sabers, andreacued tho regiment.

All join in saying thoy fought 
desperately, both whito and black, and 
were only defeated by tho grent superior- 
ity of numbc-8. llebol pit-oners any they 
.hod 25,000, which was nearly three to one. 


As a samplo'of what n soldinr can en- 


dure when put to the tost, I am told that 
there arc 200 of our boys now ia, tho hos- 
pital nt this place, who walked 83 miles 
•without food, drink or rest. Their feet 
are in a horrid condition.

On tho l$th ol December, 1692,"5the 


House of Commons- resolved itself into a 
Committee of Ways and Means. Somers 
took the^ chair. -"Montague proposed to 
raise a million by way of loan ; the propo- 
sition was approved ; and it was ordered 
:hnt a bill should bo brought in. . Tho de- 
tails of the scheme were much discussed 
and modified; but the principle seems to 
have been popular with all parties. Tho 
moneyed men wero glad to have an oppor- 
tunity of investing what thoy had hoarded. 
The landed^ meu, hard pressed by the 
load of taxation, were ready to submit to 
anything for the sake of present ease. No 
member ventured to divide the House. 
" On "tho 20th of January the bill was read 
a third time, carried up to the Lords by 
Sotuers, and passed by them without any 
amendment. 


Such was the origin of that debt, which 


has since become the greatest prodigy that 
ever perplexed the sagacity and confound- 
ed tho pride of statesmen and philosophers. 
At every Btage in tho growth of that debt 
it has been seriously asserted by wihe men 
that bankruptcy and ruin were at hand. 
Yet, still, the debt wont on growing, nnd 
still bankruptcy und ruin wore us remote 
a* over. 
When the grent conflict with 


Louis XIV was terminated by the peace 
of Utrecht, the nation owed about fifty 
millions; and that debt was considered, not 
merely by the rude multitude, not merely 
by fox-hunting squires nnd coffeo-houso or- 
ntor?, but by acute nnd profound thinkers, 
a^ an inuutnbeut which would permanently 
oripple tho body politic. Nevertheless, 
trade flourished ; wealth increased ; the 
nation became richer nnd richer. 
Then 


come the war of Austrian succession ; and 
the debt rosu to eighty millions. 
Pamph- 


leteers historians aud orat >rs pronounced 
that now, at all events, our case was des- 
perate. Yet the signs of increasing pros- 
perity, signs which could neither be coun- 
terfeited nor concealed, ought to have sat- 
isfied observant aud reflective men that a 
debt of eighty millions was less to Eng- 
land which was governed by Polhuin, than 
a debt of fifty millions had been to Eng- 
land which was governed by Oxford. 
Soon war again broke forth ; aud under 
the energetic and prodigal uduiinLstrutiou 
of tho firjt William Pitt, tho debt rapidly 
iwelled to ono hundred nnd forty million". 
As soon ns tho first intoxication' of victory 
was over, men of theory mid men of busi- 
ness almost unanimously .pronounced tlmt 
the fi\tnl day had now really eotnc. 


Tho attempt to lay a portion of tho load 


on tho American colonies produced anoth- 
er war. 
That war left us with an addition- 


al hundred millions of debt, and without 
the colonies whoso help hud been repre- 
sented as indispensable. Again England 
was given over, and again the strnngo pa- 
tient persisted in becoming stronger nnd 
moro blooming in spiff of all the dinguos- 
tirs and prognostics of physicians. .\B 
she had been visibly more prosperous with 
a debt of one hundred and forty millions 
than with a debt of fifty millions, so she 
WUH visibly more prosperous with a debt 
of two hundred and forty millions than 
with n debt of one hundred and forty mil- 
lions. 
Soon, however, the ware which 


sprang from the French revolution, and 
which fur exccedod in coil any that the 
world had ever seen, tasked tho powers of 
publ'c credit to tho utmost. 
When the 


world was again at rc't, the funded debt 
of England amounted to eipht hundred 
millions. If tho most enlightened man 
had been told, in 1792, that in 1815, the 
interest on eight hundred millions would 
bo duly paid t" tho day at the bank, ht> 
would have been an hard of belief us if ho 
had been told that tho Government would 
be in possession of tho lump of Aladdin or 
of tho purse of Fortunnlu?. 
It was in 


truth n gigantic, iv fabulous debt ; uud we 
cau hardly wonder ttut the cry of* despair 
should havo been louuer than" over. JJut 
again that cry was found to have boon UH 
unreasonable as over. After a few years 
of exhaustion, England recovered herself. 
Yet, liko Ahuldiu'a valetudinarian, who 
continued to whimper that ho was dying 
af consumption tin ho become KO fat that 
bo was shamed into silence, she went on 
complaining that aho was sunk in poverty 
till her wealth showed itself by "tokens 
which umdo her complaints rediculouf. 
The beggard, the buukrupt^ocietv not ou- 
ly proved able to meet all its obligations, 
but, while meeting those obligations, grow 
richer and richor K> fast that her growth 
could almost bo discovered by;tho oye. 


In every country \MJ saw nu'stcs recently 


turned into <rardenh : ine\ory oity \u'saw 
streets, and squares, and inurke'ts, more 
brilliant lumps, more abundant supplie- of 
water; in the suburbs of every great seat 
of industry; we saw villas inultiplyiii<r fn'-t, 
each embosomed in its gay little' panuli^o 
of lilacs and roses. While shallow politi- 
cians were repenting that the energies of 
the people were moro borne down by the 
weight of public burdens, tho first journey 
was performed by steam on ;i rail\\av. 
Soon tho island was intersected by rail- 
ways. A sum exceeding the whole amount 
of the national debt tit the ond of the Amer- 
ican war, in a few years, voluntarily ex- 
ponded by tho ruined people in viaduct", 
tunnels, embankments, bridges, stations, 
engines. Meanwhile taxation wits almost 
constantly becoming lighter nnd lighter; 
vet still the oxeherjuer was full. 
It may 


be now uflirincd without fenv of contnulir- 
tion, that wo find it a^ easy to pay the inter- 
est of i?800,000,000 as our ancestor found 
it, 80 year" tv'o. to pav the interest of. ^30.- 
000,0(10.

'.The first of June Gon. Stu'rges left hero 
with some 10,'OQO infantry, artillery, and 
cavalry, Gon.. Grieraou commanding the 
cavalry. The second day after their de- 
parture, it commenced to rain, and- con- 
tinuo;l-some six" days, rendering their pro? 
grew slow; as they had a train of two hun-. 
dred wagons loaded 'with all manner of 
supplies. Driving in the vicinity of Gun- 
towu.(a.s»aU.town on the Mobile & Ohio 
railroad) they oncouniered the enemy as 
they supposed in small force, Grierson's 
cavalry commenced the. fight, the infantry 
being 'some eight miles in the rear, after 


about an hour they found they

( some 25 pieces, ) and the balano'e-bf Ms 
command, (I -forgot to mention he had 
one Brigade of "Africans. ) About this 
time av train of cars arrived from the 
southj-bringing the enemy reinforcements 
to the amount of 10,000. Gen. Sturgis 
seeing h,e TTUS in trouble, ordered the 
wtigon train to tho rear. About this time 
the enemy massed and charged the center, 
breaking completely through it, and doub- 


_ ling our army up. Then became tho •wild- 


est scenes of confusion imaginable. 
The 


enemy's shells fell among tho teamsters, 
who were 
struggling., through a bad 


swamp, like Bull Run of old. The team- 
sters became panic-struck, cut their mules 
loose, and abandoned the train, contain- 


. ing all the amuuition. -An officer •who 
. .was present, says that time and again 


were our troops rallied, but each time re- 
pulsed. The artillery double charging

Such -was the origin of that debt, which 


has since become the greatest prodigy that

Ac every stage in the gro\yth of that debt 
it has been seriously asserted by-wise men 
that bankruptcy and ruin were at hand. 
Yet.'atill, the debt went on growing, and 
still bankruptcy aud ruin wore as remote 
as over. 
When the grent conflict with 


L^uis XIV was terminated .by the pence 
of Utrecht, the nation owed about fifty 
millions; and that debt was considered, not 
merely by the rude multitude, not merely 
by fox-hunting squires and cofftfo-'houso or- 
ators, but by acute and profound thinkers, 
a^an incumbent which would permanently 
cripple the body politic. Nevertheless, 
.trade flourished; wealth increased ; the 
'nation became richer and richer.. Then 
come tho war of Austrian succession; and 
the debt rose to eighty millions. Pamph- 
leteers historians and. orat-jrs pronounced 
that now, at all events, our ease was des- 
perate. Yet the signs of increasing pros- 
perity, signs which could neither be coun- 
terfeited nor concealed, ought to hare sat- 
isfied observant and -reflective men that a 
debt of eighty millions was less to ^ng? 
land which was governed by Pelham, than 
a debt of fifty millions had been to Eng- 
land which was -governed by Oxford.- 
Soon -war again broke forth ; and under 
' the energetic aud prodigal administration 
of the &nt William Pitt, the debt rapidly 
swelled' to ono hundred and forty millions. 
As soon as tho first intoxication of victory 
was over, men of theory and men of busi- 
ness almost unanimously ^pronounced that- 
the fatal day had now really oome. 


Tho attempt to lay a portion of tho load 


on tho American colonies produced anoth- 
er war. 
That war left us with an addition- 


al hundred millions of debt, and without 
the colonies whose help had been repre- 
sented as indispensable. Again England 
was given over, and again the strange pa- 
tient persisted in becoming stronger and 
more blooming in spite of all the diagnos- 
tics and prognostics of physicians. As 
she had been visibly more prosperous with 
a debt of one hundred and forty millions 
than with a debt of fifty millions, so she 
was visibly more prosperous with a debt 
of two hundred and forty millions than 
with a debt of one hundred aud forty mil- 
lions. • Soon, however, the wars which 
sprang from the French revolution, and 
which far exccedad in cost any that the 
world had ever seen, tasked the powers of 
public credit to the utmost 
When the 


world was again at rest, the funded debt 
of England amounted to eiphc hundred 
millions. If tho most enlightened -man 
had been told, in 1792, that in 1-815, the 
interest on eight hundred millions would 
be duly paid to tlie day at r,he bauk, he 
would havo been as hard of belief as if he 
had been told that tho Government would 
be in possession of the lamp of Aladdin or 
of tho "purse of FortuniUus. 
It was in 


truth a gigantic, a fabulous debt; and we 
can hardly wonder tint the cry of .despair 
should havo been louotr than" ever. 
±5ut 


again that cry was found to have been as 
unreasonable"as ever. 
After a few years 


of exhaustion, England recovered herself. 
Yet, like Aladdin's valetudinarian, who 
continued to whimper that ho was dyin£ 
of consumption tilf he become so fat that 
ho was shciined into silence, she went on 
complaining that she was sunk in poverty 
till her wealth showed itself by tokens 
which made her complaints rediculous. 
The beggard, the bankrupt society not on- 
ly proved able to meet all its obligations, 
but, while meeting those obligations, grew 
richer and richwr so i'ast that her growth 
could almost- be discovered byjhe eye. 


In every country we saw wastes recently 


turned iuto gardens: in every city wo saw 
streets, and squares, and markets, more 
brilliant lamps, more abundantsupplie? of 
water; in the suburbs of every great seat 
of industry; we saw villas multiplying fnst, 
each embosomed in its gay little paradise 
of lilacs and roses. 
"While shallow politi- 


cians were repeating that the .energies of 
the people were more borne down by the 
weight of public burdens, the lirst journey 
was performed by steam on s railway. 
Soon tho island was intersected by rail- 
ways. • A sum exceeding the whole amount 
of the national debt sit the end of the Amer- 
ican war, in a few years, voluntarily ex- 
pended by the ruined peonk- in viaducts, 
tunnels, embankments, bridges, stations, 
engines. 
Meanwhile taxation was almost 


constantly becoming lighter and lighter; 
yet still the exchequer was full. 
It may 


be now affirmed without fear of contradic- 
tion, that we find it as easy to pay the inter- 
est of ?800.000,000 as .our ancestors found
